Edward Gr«y gave proof of his sis- 
cerlty and made a further effort for 
peace. “I skid to German ambassador 
this morning that If Germany could 
get any reasonable proposal put for¬ 
ward which made it clear that Ger- 
many and Austria were striving to pre¬ 
serve European peace, and that Rus¬ 
sia and France would be unreasonable 
if they rejected It, I would support it 
at St. Petersburg and- Paris, and go 
the length of saying that If Russia and 
France would not accept It his majes¬ 
ty’s government would have toothing 
more to do with the consequences.” In 
order not to leave this promise In the 
region of generalities,s Sir Edward 
Grey threw out a particular sugges¬ 
tion. “The stumbling-block hitherto 
has been Austrian mistrust of Serv¬ 
ian assurances, and Russian mistrust 
of Austrian intentions with regard io 
the Independence and integrity of Ser- 
via.” If Germany would sound Vien¬ 
na, Sir Edward vnbuld sound St. 
Petersburg, whether It would be 
sible- for the four disinterested pow^ 
ers to offer to Austria to undertake* 
to see that she obtained full satisfac¬ 
tion for her demands on Servir. pro 
vided they did not impair Servian 
sovereignty and the integrity of Ser¬ 
vian territory. That Russia was ready 
to accept such a solution Is clear 
from a peace-formula which her gov¬ 
ernment had drawn up in concert 
with Sir Edward Grey. Everything 
turned on Germany. On that day sh« 
sent an ultimatum to Russia. 

In the early morning of.August t 
(3.30 am.) the King of England and 
his ministers made a last attempt to 
securp peace. The king telegraphed 
a personal message to the Tsar. In 
this the king first set out the text 
of a communication from the GepJ 
man government. The Tsar had pr»J 
viously requested the German emperor 
to mediate- between Russia and Augn 
tria, and had “given most categorical 
assurances to the Emperor William 
that Russian troops would toot mova 
so long as mediation negotlatlonj 
continued.” The German government) 
In Its communication stated that thq 
emperor was desirous to mediate ari;$ 
complained that such mediation was 
frustrated by the., Russian mobiliza-i 
tion. King George Vent on to saj* 
that he was “moil anxious not to mica 
any possibility of avoiding the terribly

The Causes an^ the Issues, in Brief Form, from the Diplomatic 
Correspondence anijl Speeches of Ministers

It was a reflection of the first of pol¬ 
itical philosophers that disturbances 
<ln States, though they may arise on 
trifling occasions, do not Involve trifl¬ 
ing Issues. The present world-wide^ 
war started from the case of Servia, 
but Involved even from the start, 
i much larger issues. If only a dispute 
between Servia and Austria-Hungary 
had been In question, Britain, as Sir 
Edward Grey repeatedly stated, would 
have had no concern In the affair. But 
since, as we shall see, this dispute 
was bound fib have ulterior conse¬ 
quences, it is necessary to understand 
what the dispute was about. 

Servia is a small, but very ancient, 
kingdom In the Balkan penlnsyla. It 
obtained considerable aocesion of ter¬ 
ritory as the result of the recent wars 
In the Balkans, the war between the 
Balkan States and Turkey, and then 
the war among the Balkan States 
themselves. The Servian people are 
akin, In race and religion, to the Slavs, 
of which race Russia Is the predomin¬ 
ant power, ^ml to which race also 
many of the subjects of Austria-Hun¬ 
gary belong. On June 28, 1914, “the 
crime at Serajevo” was committed, 
namely, the murder of the heir-appar¬ 
ent to the throne of Austria-Hungary 
and his consort in the capital of Bos¬ 
nia. That province, once a part of the 
ancient,/Servian kingdom, had fallen 
into the possession of the Turks; the 
administration of it had been given to 
Austria, by the Berlin Treaty after the 
Russo-Turkish wax, .laf 1878; and In 
1908 Austria had annexed it. The Aus¬ 
trian government alleged (but has not 
proved) that the crime of Seraje-.-o 
was a culminating point in r. “sub¬ 
versive movement” organized by the 
Servian government “with the object 
of detaching a part of the territories 
of Austria-Hungary from the Mon¬ 
archy.” On July 23 the Austrian gov¬ 
ernment addressed an ultimatum to 
Servia. Austria had been ’left p per¬ 
fectly free hand” by Germany. It was 
admitted by Sir Edward Grey that 
“one naturally sympathized with many 
of the requirements of the ultimatum," 
and that “the murder Of the Arch¬ 
duke and some of the circumstances : 
respecting Servia quoted in the (Aus-i 
trian) note aroused sympathy with 
Austria.” Russia also admitted that 
“the demands were reasonable enough 
in some cases.” But there were two - 
features in the Austrian ultimatum 
which caused alarm and regret to 
those who desired to see the peace | 
of Europen maintained. The first was 
the inclusion of a time-limit, so short [ 
(forty-eight hours) as to leave diplom-' 
acy little time to avert wa*. The sec¬ 
ond was that what Austria demanded ; 
within 48 hours was not a reply but | 


had, In the words of the German am¬ 
bassador himself, an aggressive ob¬ 
ject. Both were therefore in conflict 
witn the purely defensive character of 
the Triple Alliance, and in such cir¬ 
cumstances Italy would remain neut¬ 
ral.” “We were fully conscious,” said 
the German government itself, “that a 
possible warlike procedure by Austrla-

Foreseeing all this. Sir Edward 
Grey, whose efforts during the recent 
Balkan wars had won or him the 
title of thp Peacemaker of Europe, 
was early In the field with proposal., 
for averting war, and the British gov¬ 
ernment “persisted to the very last 
moment of the last hour in that great 
and beneficient but unhappily fruscrc.- 
ted purpose" (Mr. Asquith). ' /- 

Already on July 20, having receiv¬ 
ed an Inkling of what was on foot, Sir 
Edward Grey spoke to the German 
ambassador of the Importance, If the 
peace of Europe was to be preserved, 
of Austria- “keeping her demand with¬ 
in reasonable Hmlts.” The suggestion 
was not adopted. The German foreign 
secretary “considered It inadvisable 
that the Austro-Hungarian govern¬ 
ment should be approached by the 
German government on the matter” 
(July 22). The Austrian ultimatum, 
which the same minister “admlttod 
that the Servian government could, 
not swallow,” was despatched on the 
following day. 

On July 23, having heard from the 
Austrian ambassador an outline v of 
what the Austrian note obtained, ,Slr 
Edward Grey pressed upon him,' as 
also upon tn'e German government, 
the desirability of persuading the Aus¬ 
trian government to extend Its time¬ 
limit. The Russian government took 
the same line. ' The German ambas¬ 
sador was instructed to “pass on” Sir 
Edward Grey s- suggestion, but yie 
German foreign secretary said that 
“there would be delay and difficulty 
in getting time-limit extended,” add¬ 
ing, “quite freely, that the Austro- 
Hungarian government wished to give 
the Servian^ a lesson and meant to

Clare, Ireland, at Llscannor, February 
24, 1842, and was educated at the 
sc^qol of the Christian Brothers, at 
Limerick. While he was yet a stud¬ 
ent, he-became imbued with ideas ot 
Irish independence, to be won by 
force. 

To that end, he thought It would be 
necessary to devise some means of 
breaking the power of Great Britain 
on the sea.

Before he was out of his teens he 
became a school teacher, and con 
tlnued In that work for fifteen years, 
studying marine engineering and oth¬ 
er branches of science which would 
enable him to fulfil his designs. He 
also saved what money he could from 
his meagre salary for the same pur¬ 
pose. Then he came to America, set¬ 
tled at aPterson, N.J., taught school 
for five years, and continued his ex¬ 
periments. 

In 1875 he laid before the navy 
department of the United States plans 
for a submarine bt m *. but-received lit¬ 
tle encouragement. Two years later 
he built his first vessel of that kind 
at Paterson. It was a crude affair, 
of wood, with a clumsy engine, and 
with pie diving rudder in the central 
axis—the wrong place. The boat was 
14(4 f^et long and 3 feet wide. 

Finally Mr. Kolland decided the 


boat was too small dsen for experi¬ 
mentation; so he took out the en- 
!,gine and left the hull at the bottom 


of the Passaic. Then he came to New 
York and built another boat at Dela- 
meter’s shipyard at West 13th street, 
and the North river. This was 31 feet 
long and contained a petroleum en¬ 
gine. This vessel In turn proved un¬ 
satisfactory. 

In 1893 the navy department, as the 
result of a competition, awarded to 
Mr. Holland a contract for the con 
strucUon of a submarine boat at gov¬ 
ernment expense. The result was a 
boat 85 feet long with a petroleum en¬ 
gine, which never could be operated 

Then Mr. Holland, who had organ¬ 
ized a company for building submar¬ 
ine boats, transferred hi- activities to 
the Crescent Shipyards, at Elizabeth, 
N.J.,/of which Arthur L. Dusch was 
superintendent and undertook the 
luilding of a boat entirely according 
to his 6wn plans •withoutNIfe interfer¬ 
ence of others, to which he charged 
the failure of the government boat 

lhe result was the Holland, a boat 
nearly fifty-four feet long morethan 
ten feet in diameter and with a dis¬ 
placement of seventy-five tons. This 
boat was launched, taken to Perth Am¬ 
boy and there successfully tried by 
Mr. Holland on St. Patrick’s Day 1898 


take toitlitary action.” 

On July 24, havng received the text 
of the Austrian ultimatum, and fore¬ 
seeing that if Austria attacked Servia, 
Russia would mobilize. Sir Edward 
Grey proposed that “Germany, France, 
Italy and Great Britain, who had not 
direct interests In Servia, should act 
together for the sake of peace, cimul- 
tavecusly in Vienna and St. Peters¬ 
burg,” “in the event of the relations 
between Austria and Russia becoming 
hreateniug.” “It would toe very desir¬ 
able.” he said to the German ambas- 
sadcr, “o get Austria not to precipi¬ 
tate military action and so gain more 
time. But none of us could influence 
Austria in this, direction unless Ger¬ 
many would propose and participate 
in such action at Vienna.” France was 
favorable to this plan. So was Italy. 
Russia was “quite ready to stand aside 
n: l leave the question in the hands 
of England, France. Germany and 
Italy.” Having thus receivzd assur¬ 
ances that, If only Germany agreed, 
his plan might be efficacious, Sir Ed¬ 
ward Grey on July 26 formally Invited 
the governments of France, Germany 
and Italy to Instruct their severa' am¬ 
bassadors to confer with him “for the 
purpose of discovering an issue which 
would prevent complications." The 
invitation'was accepted by France and 
Italy. The German foreign secretary 
“coull not falL in with the suggestlon, 
desirous though lie was to co-operate 
for the maintenance of peace” (July 
27). 

Sir Edward Grey thereupon saw the 
German ambassador (July 27) and 
promised -“as Ion:; as Germany would 
work to keep the peace I would keep 
closely in touch. I repeated that after i 
the Servian reply it was at Vienna that 
some moderation must be urged.” On 
the following day (July 28) Austrian " 
Hungary declared war on Servia. 

As the German government was un¬ 
derstood to have- accepted “In prin¬ 
ciple,” the Idea of mediation by the 
four powers between Austria and Rus¬ 
sia, It was proposed “that the German 
secretary of state should suggest the 
lines on which this principle should 
be applied.” The German government 
made no suggestion of the kind. 

Sir Edward Grey’s scheme had tem¬ 
porarily been In abeyance, as the Rus¬ 
sian government had offered to dis¬ 
cuss matters with the Austrian gov¬ 
ernment direct This offer was de¬ 
clined by Austria (July 28). 

Sir Edward Grey next appealed to 
tlie German chancellor. “If he can 
induce Austria toVatisfy Russia and to 
abstain from going so far as to come | 
into collision with -Her. we shall all 
join .n deep gratitude to his excellencyf 
for having saved the peace of Europe” 
(July 29). The Italian government had 
simultaneously appealed to Germany 
in a like sense. 

On that same day the German gov-1 
eminent made certain proposals to I 
Great Britain to which we shall come | 
presently and which the prime min¬ 
ister afterwards characterised as "in¬ 
famous." But so persistent was the 
British government in pursuit of peace 
that Sir Edward Grey In declining the 
proposals used language of great re¬ 
straint (July 30), and accompanied 
his ra.'usal by yet another “most earn¬ 
est" appeal to the German chancellor: 
“The one way of mainfainlng the good 
relations between Engfhnd and Ger¬ 
many is that they should continue .“N 


British Versus German Gun-Makerq 

This war ought among otheq 
things, to decide which is the betted 
syatem of manufacturing big guns, 
says a naval expert writing in ai$ 
English journal. In the British navj 
they are manufactured on the w’ira 
wound system, which originated lu 
1850 In America; although it was nop 
until 189^ that the Armstrong firm, 
after a previous trial, made ''such a) 
success with it as led to its adop¬ 
tion by the government. In Ger¬ 
many, the built-up principle is still 
favored. 

The method of- winding wire on tet 
the barrel of the gun gives -betted 
circumferential strength than can l>€» 
obtained for the same weteht witli 
hoops: while the strain upon the wira 
and therefore the support to tfie bar¬ 
rel can be regulated to the smallest 
extent. On the other hand, Ihet 
Germans claim that their system off 
solid built guns makes for longitudin¬ 
al or girder strength, and resist the 
tendency to bend. Their guns are 
made In sections or hoops which are 
blocked or welded together. 

Incidentally, ij may be said, that 
this is a quicker method-of manufac¬ 
ture, as the various parts can be made 
at the same time and their fitting to- 
, gether does not take long; wheraas 
I the winding of many miles of steel 
wire round the inner tube of a Brit¬ 
ish gun cannot be done so quickly. A 
battleship with eight big guns, 4fcr 
instance, has been known to r^te 
no less than 1,000 miles of wire w4Bd 
round them altogether. 

- One important advantage of wire- 
wound guns Is that a n.ew inner-tubs 
may be fitted over and-- over again, 
so that a weapon becoming worn, 
after a certain amount of use may bs 
given a new lease of life by the re- 
lining process. 


Cost of War in Europe 

French economists have recently 
been estimating the expense of the 
war machines of the nations now in 
conflict, and their estimates run from 
120,000,000 to 325,000,000 daily, or 
about $1,500,000,000,000 for six months 
campaign including the initial cost of 
mobilization. It is estimated there 
are now over 8,500,000 men under 
arms for land warfare, with 340,000 
seamen. If the Balkan war is to be 
taken as an example, the cost for each 
man mobilized amounts to $2.50 a day. 
This gives about $22,000,000 daily, or 
$660,000,000 monhly, or ffft six months 
$43,960,1100,000. 

But this figure, says Gen. Guyot, 
does not'lnclude the cost of maintain¬ 
ing the armies and the fleets. On 
August 4, the day the ultimatum was 
sent by Great Britain demanding fhe 
assurance that the neutrality of Bel¬ 
gium wound bq respected, followed at 
11 p.m., by Germany’s declaration of 
war aaginst Great Britain, the Ger¬ 
man Reichstag authorized extraordin¬ 
ary credits of $2,250,000,000 to be ob¬ 
tained by a loan and a further sum :f. 
seventy million dollars to be drawn on 
the gold and silver supply of the em¬ 
pire. *A tax of five per cent, on stocks 
and notes issued by the bank over and 
above its reserve and metal, was sub¬ 
sequently announced and the loan se¬ 
cured by an issue of bank notes un¬ 
covered by a reserve of gold an I sil¬ 
ver. 

It lias been staled in Vienna that 
tlie Austrian army costs $4,000,000 
daily. The Austrian treasury was 
strained bymobilization during the 
Balkan wars, which drained the finan¬ 
cial resources of the empire tor more 
than a year, and it is bard to see 
where the Austrian monarchy can 
have found the $120,000,000 required 
to keep up her army and fleet, as no 
news of fresh financial arrangements 
has been received.

French Soldiers’ Bill of Fare 

Here is the daily bill of fare of tUS 
French private soldier in the field: 

Vegetable soup made from dn ounce 
and a half of mixed vegetables. 

Army biscuits, twenty ounces. 

Rice or beans, seven ounces. 

Fresh meat, sixteen ounces, or can¬ 
ned meat, 12 ounces. 

Coffee, three-fourths of an ounce. 

Sugar, one ounce. 

Or a total fopd allowance Of nearly 
three, pounds a day. As extras the 
private soldier receives from time to 
time supplies of fresh 'vegetables, 
Such as potatoes, carrots and cab¬ 
bage, and occasionally wine. (A* 
•supply of extras is uncertain, depon¬ 
ing wholly on the ability pf the c(^k 
mlssary department to purchase sil» 
supplies on the march. 

Every soldier in the field carries in 
his knapsack one day’s ratiotofe for 
emergency use. These rations con- 
sits of ten ounces of army biscuit, ten 
ounces of canned meat, one ounce of 
condensed soup, two ounces of coffee, 
and three ounces of sugar.

And ha U only one. There are some 
thirty odd grocers at the camp now. 
anl the men who run the various 
booths are looking {or men to handle 
the crowds who had some previous 
grocery experience. 

Why. soldiers purchase pounds qf 
tobacco and several boxes ol cigar¬ 
ettes at one time! It Is a common 
sight to see "Tom)n>” going away 
from the canteen to his own “lines" 
with a caddy of biscuits under his 
arm. Another will have a few Jars 
of Jam. Another some canned toma¬ 
toes, or peas, or corn—maybe all three 
—with some condensed milk. Nobody 
pays any particular attention. And, 
despite all this the soldiers have been 
buying “pop" in' such large quantities 
as to make It impossible for the man¬ 
ufacturers to meet the demands made 
upon them. They say they have not 
enough bottles to, serve Valcartler 
camp. 

But, let no one think the govern¬ 
ment are neglecting to give their men 
food. Something more than eleven 
thousand dollars' worth of supplies a i 
day are being brought In over the Can-1 
adian Northern Railway direct to the 
camp. The men’s private shopping Is 
provoked by the healthy mountain air I 
north of the beautiful old citadel city. 
What they buy Is all extra, and means , 
an added load on the C.N.H., the only 
railway with lines to the big camp. 
Thp'- road has done, and Is doing, j 
.everything possible to get the goods 
In for all. Miles of new sidings have ; 
been laid down and are still being i 
laid down, and all possible equipment I 
that can be‘used on the trackage Is 
being utilized. The hoot of the loco¬ 
motive is hardly ever lacking day. or 
night. One train after another comes 
in. The cars arc distributed and the 
empties hurried out to prepare for 
more. Ther. appears to be no end to 
the chain. If tne Canadian Northern 
Railway had not been ready for some¬ 
thing like It the chaos would have 
been easy to imagine.' 

But the railway met the emergency. 
Thirty-three thousand men are getting 
their ordinary rations and their groc¬ 
eries extra. The railway men, from 
general superintendent down to the 
newest C.N.R. brakeman, are doing 
their full duty by company and coun¬ 
try. They have all been called upon 
to work long hours and have respond¬ 
ed that the men who have been called 
to arms should not suffer from any 
failure on their part. It Is their con¬ 
tribution to the cause of the empire, 
and .though they will probably not be 
remenlbered after the camp has 
colsed, everyone of e them will experi¬ 
ence the satisfaction of duty well done 
whenever they ponder over the pro¬ 
blem solved at Valcartler and the 
feeding of Canada's "Tommy Atkins.” 

And, when the contingents have 
gone a gratefql feeling should survive 
in Canada because the Valcartler can¬ 
teen handed out sensible goods only 
to our citizen soldiery. 


Recapitulation of Workm the C.P.R. 

During the Present Year ’ , 

In aplta ot the depression from 
which all Interests suffered more or 
less, oven before the war broke out. 
It may be interesting to recapitulate 
the outstanding features of the work 
the • C.P.R. did during tho present 
year from January up to date on Us 
whole system. 

At McAdam Junction the C.P.R. re¬ 
cently completed a new machine and 
erecting shop; and added over one 
mile of new storage tracks to their 
brardat McAdam Junction; a fireproof 
elevator with a capacity for 1,000,000 
bushels with an up-to-date power 
plant was completed this summer at 
West St. John, not to speak of great 
Improvements to the terminal facili¬ 
ties. The improvements at the pass¬ 
enger and freight terminals at the 
Windsor station are marked by bulk 
and efficiency. The train shed, which 
is Just completed, Is one of the largest 
of the most modern types now In use. 
At the same time the Improvements 
at Place Vigor, which have been In 
hand for three years, are now com¬ 
pleted. These, In their entirety, of 
station, hotel and trackage, cost near¬ 
ly $5,000,000. 

The union station at Quebec has 
been commenced. There~>as the 
double track bridge at Lachlne which 
cost nearly $3,000,000; the new Lake 
Shore Line which was opened for 
traffic in June; the new station -and 
viaduct at Toronto Which are only 
held up temporarily; the extension of- 
the Kippewa Branch line 10 miles in 
a northerly direction; a 30-mile exten¬ 
sion from Expanse to a Junction with 
the Weyburn-Sterling branch of the 
C.P.R.. and which will be /completed 
this fall; the line between Swift Cur¬ 
rent and Empress, a distance of 113 
miles, and which will be completed 
this year; the main line cut off from 
Swift Current to Bassano of which 150 
miles are completed; the 78 miles cf 
the C.P.R. branch from Lacombe to 
•Kerrobert, a new extension; the-oper¬ 
ation of the Alberta-Central Railway 
to Lochern, a distance of 65 mites 
from Red Deer; the great tunnel at 
Roger’s Pass, and of which one mite 
of the pioneer tunnel had been com 
pleted, the C.P.R- depot and terminal 
offices at Vancouver; the Kootenay 
Central which is now open for traffic, 
from Golden,-uo miles south. Work on 
this road is being pushed vigorously 
on thfe line to join up Golden and 
Colvalll; the opening of the Esqui¬ 
mau and Nanaimo line from Parks- 
vllle Junction to Courtenay. 

Tin C.P.R. is Interested In the Ket¬ 
tle Valley Railway, and In connection 
with the samfe It is building a line 
from Midway to Penticton—a distance 
of 134 miles, 76 of which are already, 
open for traffic. A line from Pentic¬ 
ton to Osprey, 41 miles in length, has 
been completed,‘and work has been 
commenced on a new line between Os¬ 
prey Lake'and Princeton. The Kettle 
Valley Railway is also building a line 
54 miles in length between Hope and 
Otter Summit. A part of the traca 
has already been laid. 

In addition to all thif, which ds 
merely hinted at, and which is a -re¬ 
cord of eight months, the C.P.R. has 
continued its policy of double track 
lng all the way through.

legislature to have inserted the 
word “personally” aud so limited 
the use, but in construing Statutes, 
Courts of Law-give the fullest 
meaning whioh the words used 
will admit but will not rend into a 
seotion what is not there. Is the 
laud not used by the transferror 
for Agricultural purposes if leased 
for that purpose? On the same 
analogy, if 1 rent a building as a 
dwelling house, do I not use it as 
a dwelling house through r my ten 
ant? If I rented it as a Store I 
would not be osing it as a dwelling 
house but as a store— In the same 
way land leased to a tenant for 
agricultural purposes is used for 
that purpose by the transferror 
through his tenant and the seotion, 
does not demand personal use. I 
therefore maintain that my reading 
of the seotion is the natural and 
correct one. 

2. My next point to whioh 
Messrs. Billachey & MacKenzie 
lake exoeptiou is that the sub¬ 
section 1, section 4 applies ouly to 
transactions 'entered tuto before 
the passing of the Act and that 
therefore the necessity for a valua¬ 
tion arises only where interest has 
been created (in other words when 
the land has been sold) before the 
passing of the Aot 

Without any reason assigned, 
Messrs. Ballacbey & MacKenzie 
say th&t is wroug. presumably just 
beoause they say so. I will qaote 
the essential parts of the seotion. 

"For the purpose of ascertaining 
the first taxable valne for the pur¬ 
pose of this Aot, in respeot of any 
interest in land oreated before the 
passing thereof, the last value for 
Ihe purposes of this Act shall be 
deemed to be, eto., etc.” 

Sab-section D, "And provided 
farther that if within oae year 
from the passing of this Aot, the 
owner of any land uot within the 
limits af an incorporated oity, town 
or village, makes it appear to the 
registrar that at the time of the 
passing of this Act, the valne of 
sooh land exceeded 115.00 per 
acre, the registrar shall oanse the 
value of snob land to be ascertained 
and the valne oertified by him 
shall be deemed to be the valne for 
the purposes of this sub-section." 

Sub seotion D above quoted is

It is an- important point in 
considering the provisions of the 
Aot and seems to have been lost 
eight of by Messrs. Ballaohey & 
MacKenzie id their reasoning on 
the provision of the Act. They 
also admit (though reluctantly) 
that there are cases where a valua¬ 
tion of property to ascertain the 
first taxable valne coder the Aet is 
unnecessary. I shall therefore 
pass on to deal with the points on 
which we differ.

Inert sub¬ 
stances are sometimes Introduced to 
replace bone, cartilage or fat Silver 
has proven a very valuable material 
supplied by the metals, and paraffin 
has been found suitable for certain 
applications. 

The use of rubber .'Tor Internal 
mending is a quite recent subject of 
experiment.

Belgium and Her People 

It Is not always realised that the 
civilisation of the low oountrlea, 
which at the close of the middle ages 
and the dawn of tha renaleeance was 
the Ulgheat In Europe, Italy excepted, 
had Its centres In what la now Bel¬ 
gium. For over tau> centuries the fate 
of Holland and Belgium w-, curiously 
different. Holland became one of the 
great nations. Belgium, first under 
Spain, then under Austria, and lastly 
under France, became the "cockpit of 
Europe." There are large tracts of A, 
where you cannot walk 10 miles In any 
direction without crossing the scene 
of a famous battle or siege. This state 
of things says the Manchester (Eng¬ 
land) Guardian was not satisfactorily 
ended till 1831, when the Belgians, 
after wresting their independence 
from Holland, secured a guarantee of 
neutrality (renewed in 1839) from the 
powers. 

Since 1831 Belgium has made pro¬ 
gress. Situated at the meeting point 
of English, French, German and Dutch 
civilization, it has borrowed from them 
all. From England It learned indus¬ 
trial methods and a good deal of its 
politics; France has especially in¬ 
fluenced its literature and art and has 
tinged its social ideals; Germany has 
taught It something in municipal ad¬ 
ministration; from Holland it has 
taken lessons In the sphere of agri¬ 
culture and also in that of high fin¬ 
ance and overseas trade. There Is 
much that Is Jerry-built In Its social 
and economic structure, as is inevit¬ 
able where growth has been so rapid, 
but its ultimate foundation is a sure 
one, the native talent of an exception¬ 
ally gifted and industrious people. 

Of what material is Belgian man¬ 
hood composed? There is, first, a dis¬ 
tinction of races—the Flemish and the 
Walloons. The Walloons are a fiery, 
idealistic race. The revolutionary de¬ 
mocratization of the Belgian fjanchlse 
in 1893 was their work. Theiy supply 
the biggest battalions of Belgian 
socialism. In places like Liege they 
have a continuous tradition of iron¬ 
working and gunmaking since a time 
when-the timber of the Ardennes was 
the fuel of their furnaces. They have 
a racial gift of music, any local ex¬ 
citement brings out new popular tunes 
and songs dally. There Is a good 
deal of popular literature In their cur¬ 
ious dialect of French which, like Pro¬ 
vencal, deserves the statues of a lan¬ 
guage. 

T-o all this the Flemings present 
many contrasts. They mo?t resemble 
the people of Southeastern England. 
Artistically their racial bent is nod 
at all toward music but very decided¬ 
ly toward painting and sculpture and 
also toward the more creative forms 
of literature. The two races have, 
nevertheless, many traits in common. 
One 3ucli mignt be summarized by 
saying that they are pre-eminently an 
engineering people. Another Is the 
fervor of their municipal patriotism; 
the town hall has always In Belgium 
claimed more loyalty than the palace 
Other features result from common 
social and economic conditions. Their 
working class Ib, perhaps, the best 
housed In Europe—partly owing to a 
very good housing law, but mainly 
owing to unique facilities for cheap 
t veiling. It is due to tt.e latter that 
c. large proportion even of the town 
workers live in the country, and In 
spite of a density of population far 
greater than -England’s, barjly two 
per cent, of the natio.n live in the 
great cities.

The Way of the Frog 

The extent to which the actions of 
animals are determined by pure unrea¬ 
soning instinct is a matter of some 
dispute. It has been stated that a 
frog will snap at any small moving 
object regardlfsc of Its character and 
of hunger or satiety. Some experi¬ 
ments seem to Indicate that the frog 
Is capable of greater discrimination 
than has been credited to him. Thus, 
for example, a frog was offered hairy 
caterpillars, which it promptly Beized 
and with equal promptness spat out 
again. But after about from four to 
seven such injudicious attempt the 
frog had learned his lesson, and there¬ 
after refused similar fare. In another 
experiment earthworms were so con¬ 
nected with a source of electricity 
that - the frog received a shock on 
touching the worm. The frog duly de¬ 
voured' the prey and showed no signs 
of discomfort. However, he refused 
for seven days to touch ; another 
species of worms. Similarly the frog 
could be taught to avoid x onus on 
whieh oil of cloves or aclcium chloride 
had been spread, although such “doc¬ 
tored” prey wns. not spit out, but only 
digested.

Transmission of Sound Through Water 

Sound Is transmitted through water 
faster than through air and far more 
accurately, both as to direction and 
volume. Submarine signals have been 
employed in various forms for the 
purpose of preventing collisions of 
vessels at sea. A new type of warn¬ 
ing device has been perfected, to be 
used under water, Tn the form of an 
electric oscillator or vibrator. This is 
attached to the inner side of the ves¬ 
sel's hull and Is capable of transmit¬ 
ting & note through the water, a dis¬ 
tance of more than 25 miles. 

The sound waves are produced In 
the oscillator by the vibration of a 
diaphragm, which obtains its motion 
from electrical impulses induced in a 
cylinder of copper Inside a casing, 
suspended in an electromagnet. The 
sounds are received by a similarly 
constructed mechanism of reverse 
action. In making tests of the mach¬ 
ine, a song from a talking machine 
record swob plainly heard in. a tank 
of water located a good distance from 
the source. It is said that the echo 
which is returned to the ship from an 
iceberg or other object can be util¬ 
ized to prevent disasters.

Estimates of the Fighting Qualities of the German Troops by 
Some of the British Soldiers at the Front—Have/Little 
Respect For Their Methods 


WAR QUESTION OP HOVOR 


In a letter which Baa Just been re 
eel veil In London, an officer in the 
Cavalry Division now serving in 
France, pays a magnificent tribute to 
•e resolute spirit, courage and endur¬ 
ance of British troops. The following 
are extracts from the letter: 

1 am writing this by the roadside, so 
excuse writing. We’ve had the hell of 
a time. All by ourselves—the English 
against a force of Germans five times 
as big. Our troops have been wonder¬ 
ful. Beat to the world .tired and hun¬ 
gry. they have fought grandly, but 
(hey are well worn now. The intantry 
were grand and the cavalry saved 
them again and again, covering their 
retreat in magnificent manner. I am 
coming back all right, never fear. 
Have been in such tight corners, and 
■nder such fire, that if I was meant to 
go I should have gone by now I am 
■ore: A 

I haw just found my kit. I haven't 
changed anything for a week or taken 
j Cff my boots for five days. I looked 
too Blthy fdr words, and have been 
lookingNafter 7 my own horse, and have 
ridden v ohe / all the time as I could 
not get the others. He is rather beat, 
hut he’ is a real plucked one and re¬ 
fuses to go lame. He keeps his condi¬ 
tion well, too, considering. I hope 1 
■hall pick up the others today. 

* hear our navy haB done well, and 
also Russia. We’ve fought rear-guard 
actions now for a week, and I don’t 
think any troops In the eWorld could 
have done It except us and, perhaps, 
the Japanese. The Infantry are too 
pitiable for .words In some cases, but 
they stagger on, and pever once have 
1 met a straggler laboring on but he 
has' had his rle still and forced a 
smile whether wounded or not. 

I am so dreadfully sorry for the in¬ 
habitants. Their villages set on fire 
by shells, and they running about 
with their few precious things not 
knowing where to go. Truly war Is a 
"most gwful thing. I never realized 
it before. All the people are awfully 
good to us. • • • I’ve been very 
hungry at time! Never had more than 
three hours' sleep a night last week, 
and not always that: I hope and ex¬ 
pect things wtll look u.; soon. 

I hear the 600th Rifle Brigade and 
Guards have covered themselves with 
glory. I haven’t seen them. 0 • • 
The convents are grand and the nuns 
splendid. We were done awfully well 
by them. We subscribed to one be¬ 
tween ourselves. 

Later.—I have found my horses at 
the town where all tlfe cavalry were 
supposed to concentrate. My servant 
says he heard I was dead, and he 
never thought to see me again. That 
all comes from the squadron being 
split up the other afternoon under a 
heavy fire. Awful affair. So If I am 
reported dead or missing don’t be¬ 
lieve It, as I am not.

TAKES WIDER AUTHORITY 


May Control Telegraph and Telephone 
Linee—Other 8trlngcnt Orders 

An order-in-council has been passed 
nnder the war measures act of the . e- 
ceat session, empowering the govern¬ 
ment, ‘ If deemed necessary, to take 
over and operate any telephone or 
telegraph lines in Canada, and provid¬ 
ing authority for a strict censorship 
of rll telegraphic or telephonic com¬ 
munications. The order provides that 
any cabinet minister, delegated tor 
the purpose, may assume control of 
any telegraph or telephone company, 
and use its lines for his majesty’s ser¬ 
vice. It Is further provided that the 
minister may direct that all messages 
be submitted to censorship, whether 
by telegraph or telephone, going out 
of Canada shall go through certain 
named offices only. 

Any director or officer of a com¬ 
pany contravening the instructions of 
the minister Is liable to a penalty cf 
$5,000 or five years’ imprisonment. 

Another order-in-councll provides 
similar penalties for furnishin; to 
the enemy Information, plans, photo¬ 
graphs, etc., likely to be cf military 
use, or for. furnishing Intoxicating 
liquor to anyone on military duty.

A favorite position for the enemy 
to take upjs behind massed stooks of 
grain, where they are -unseen. At 
night time they advance to pew points 
of attack, and u soon as daylight 
breaks, their fusillade of heavy firing 
is renewed. Many of. the Germans, 
when captured, present a pitiful spect¬ 
acle, and frequently drop on their 
knees-beseeching mercy. The British 
regiments, as they pass through the 
French and Belgian towns are every¬ 
where received with marked hospital¬ 
ity, little children even rushing for¬ 
ward Jc kiss the hands of the sold¬ 
iers. 

Sir Robqyt Edgecumbe, of Newquay, 
has received a letter from his son. 
Lieutenant O. P. Edgecumbe, 1st Bat¬ 
talion D.C.L.I., serving on the staff of 
General Making, in which the follow¬ 
ing passages occur: • 

For the last week or 10 days we 
have been fighting hard, and are now 
for one day resting. Altogether during 
five days and five nights I got six 
hours’ sleep, and ao am rather weary. 
However, bullets and a real enemy 
are a wonderful stimulant, and I feel 
as fit as anything. All -our men are 
somewhat fatigued, but are very keeo I 
and full of fight. 

My regiment has, had a bad time, 
and I am dreadfully afraid they have 
bren badly cut up, although I can as 
yet get no details They were caught 
in a village by Germans In the houses, 
who had manrged to get there by 
wearipg our uniforms. Never seain 
shall I respect the Germans. Th-.y 
have no code of honor, and there 
have been several cases of their wear¬ 
ing French and British uniforms, 
which is, of course, against the Gen¬ 
eva convention.

British Aviator’s Reserve 
It la difficult to estimate correctly 
the actual war strength of Great Brit¬ 
ain, on account of the loyalty and 
readiness to serve of her civilian 
population. The adaptability cf 
British men to any sortxif armed 
service is always a marvel to for¬ 
eigners, and comes, no doubt, in part 
from the national love of sport. 

With the declaration of war on 
England, the Royal Aero Club Ntsued 
a call to every licensed > pilot In the 
kingdom to register for service wltlr 
tho British air forces, virtually all 
responded, those owning (machines 
.tendering these as well. 

When It Is recalled that/the Royal 
Aero Clubr up to July 15, issued 
860 certificates, one may compre¬ 
hend the value of Britain’s late in¬ 
sistence on aviation, A large part 
of this number is already in the ser¬ 
vice, perhaps 600 in all. 

As the war is likely to prove an 
extended one, this civilian reserve is 
going to be of the utmost value as 
time will bfe afforded there men to 
become proficient for field service. 
Thus a large gap. due to England’s 
losses In the conflict in the air, can 
be filled.

Canning Factories Will Employ More 
Canadian Help 

Industrial conditions in Canada at 
this time will result in the employ¬ 
ment of many more Canadians than 
usual in the canning factories of the 
Dominion. In previous seasons many 
canning factories, finding difficulty in 
obtaining sufficient local hefp, secur¬ 
ed assistance from the larger labor 
market of the United States. It is es 
timated that several thousand em¬ 
ployees of Canadian canning factories 
during previous seasons were not per¬ 
manent residents of this country. In 
view of the unemployment in some in¬ 
dustries at this time the canning fac- 
I'torles will be able to secure in Canada 
most, if not all, the help they require 
this season. Thus many Canadians 
who would otherwise be out of employ¬ 
ment will have the work in the can 
ning factories that in previous years 
was given to parties who were resi¬ 
dent in Canada only during the can¬ 
ning season. The policy ot the lead¬ 
ing canning companies haB. been to 
employ local help asi far as possible. 

Another condition that will tend to 
increase the number of Canadians em¬ 
ployed in the canning industry in this 
country is the curtailment of imports 
of canned vegetables from France and 
Belgium. The imports of canned vege¬ 
tables from these countries into Can¬ 
ada during the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1914, amounted to £164,161 
and- $124,463, respectively—a total of 
almost $300,000. The curtailment of 
these Imports will Increase the de¬ 
mand for the products of Canadian 
canning factories.

True, its situation between 
two enemies who were at ail times 
jealous of her development has forced 
her to keep vigilant watch and to pre¬ 
pare for a fight should it be provoked 
by her neighbors. Now the war has 
come, abrupty and unexpectedly and 
since it has come without any intelli¬ 
gent reason, merely because the Rus¬ 
sians believed the time ripe for the 
crushing of their civilized neighbor, 
the whole German nation lias risen, 
as one man, to fight for our Independ¬ 
ence and our standing in the rank ot 
the great powers. There are no more 
parties in our empire; the Social- 


been shamefully deserte-' by their ad¬ 
visers and are now the first to feel the 
weight of German strategy.

As 
far as we; hear, British newspapers 
persistently belittle the German suc¬ 
cesses and continue to circulate newa 
of German defeats which have never 
happened so far. and thus they betray 
their readers, delude them into the 
dangerous idea that Great Britain 
were invincible because of Its splendid 
isolation at sea. Still, the vast Brit- 
ith fleet has, as far as we know, up 
to this hour not dared to approach our 
coast, but prefers to do the safs busl- 
enss of piracy. I do not believe that 
our navy will follow this policy of 
apparent cowardness, but will before 
long visit the British coast and hunt 
the British vessels, and the result will 
be that the fiction of the British 
navy's supremacy will go to the dogs. 

“If I knew that this letter safely 
reached your hands, I will gladly con¬ 
tinue to tell, you what news our pap¬ 
ers publish of the war, and should 
be much pleased if you would be kind 
enough to rediprocate."

IS A SPLENDID PILOT 


The navy way of doing things, on 
the face of it, looks dangerous, and 
you would think that they mlbst have 
suffered for it, says an English writ¬ 
er. 

But hey have not. While the 
army air pilots were being killed 
here and there, the sailors wer-* get¬ 
ting off unscathed. They were 
■mashing up machines, it is true, hut 
every (mashed machine was a les¬ 
son learned, and when the machine 
was rebuilt there was generally some 
improvement put into it as a result 
of the smash. 

Somehow the sailors generally seem 
to save their necks, and altogether 
they have only lost three or four men, 
while ten army pilots weer killed in 
a few weeks quite recently. 

What happened regarding a new 
lubricating oil which was placed on 
the market is typical of the navy 
and the army. The army received 
some from the makers, and V egan a 
long series of tests, finding out tho 
specific gravity and goodness knows 
what else. \ 

The navy got abme of the oil, tip¬ 
ped it into the tank of a machine, and 
went flying to see how the motor liked 
it. The motor, lubricated with the 
new oil, ran sweeter than ever be¬ 
fore. This was good enough for the 
navy. It at once placed an order.

The Teddy Bear explored Corona¬ 
tion Gulf, on whose shores Uve the 
blue-eyed Eskimos, supposed to be 
descendants of the Scandinavln set¬ 
tlers in Greenland. Bernard and his 
crew lived comfortably on the wild 
game off the coast, and had an ambi¬ 
tion to go to Hudson Bay, but after 
making more than halt tbfe distance 
they decided to disedntinue because 
the coast was uninhabited and the 
Teddy Bear was without gasoline. So 
the schooner turned back last year 
after reaching Cochran Point on Dol- 
fort and Union Straits, more than 
1,000 miles east of Point Barrow. 

In 1911 Captain Bernard met Vilh- 
jalmar Stefannson on Coronation Gulf 
and carried him to Bailey Island. 
Bernard, who went farther east than 
Stefansson, says that 75 per cent, of 
the Eskimos he met east of the Mac¬ 
kenzie river had ‘ never seen a white 
man or a white man’s vessel. The 
natives lived In most primitive fash¬ 
ion using stone and copper weapons 
and cooking utensils. 

The Teddy Bear brought an extra 
ordinary collection weighing several 
tons, composed of birds, furs, eggs, 
Implements, hammered from flat cop¬ 
per found in the river beds, stone pots 
for cooking and other curious things.

“The Bravest of the Brave” 

The Victoria Cross, the supremist 
British reward for valor of whlcli 
many will doubtless be won during 
the present campaign, is the young¬ 
est of such decorations, only dating 
back to the Crimean War In 1856. It 
Is the most valued possession - In 
many a home in Britain today. Tl^e 
Austrian Cross, on the other hand, la 
the oldest. 

A similar reward In Germany Is the 
Iron Cross, instituted by the Emperor 
Frederick William 1I|. of Prussia In 
tlie'year 1813. Russia gives as a dec¬ 
oration to Its heroic soldiers the Cross 
of St. George, which was founded by 
the famous Empress Catherine II.~ln 
the year 1769, and, while the Victoria 
Croc 3 is of bronze, and the Iron Cross 
as Its name implies, of iron (which l’i 
edged with silver), the Russian Ord^r 
is of gold, with a beautiful medallion 
of St. George, killing the dragon. 

In Austria, again, the cross Is of 
gold, and was instituted In the year 
1767 by the Empress Marie Theresa 
soon after her accession to the 
Throne. It bears the same Inscrip¬ 
tion as the British Victoria Cross, 
ours having in English "For Valor,” 
and theirs in Latin the word “For 
titudinl." 

The Order ef the Legion of Honor, 
which is the reward in France, was 
Instituted by te great Napoleon, and 
he decreed that every soldier who 
was decorated with that honor should 
have the additional distinction of be¬ 
ing entitled to receive aTnllltary sal¬ 
ute from officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and private aoldlora.

Lieutenant Collett it a Skilful Aviator 
With Fine 3tayi.sg Power 

C. H. Collet, the hero of the aerial 
raid into Oermaiy, is a lieutenant ot 
the Royal Marine Artillery. He took 
to flying a year ago and soon proved 
himself a remarkably fine pilot. 

lieutenant CoUet was the l.ist to 
show what a competent pilot could, do 
with a heavy biplane which the ad¬ 
miralty bought in Leipsig last year. 
With a German pilot in this machine 
it used to lumber around the aero¬ 
drome near London, but when Collet 
took charge it became a different 
vehicle. One of the sights of the aero¬ 
drome was to see him stand the ma¬ 
chine vertically on one wing, tip and 
perform an awe-inspiring spiral for a 
thousand feet. 

Early this year Collet had this bi¬ 
plane fitted for a long non-stop flight, 
the passenger space being fitted with 
an enormous petrol tank. Thus equip¬ 
ped, he flew from Plymouth to Grims¬ 
by, about 275 miles, then : lighting 
througi. a faulty engine. It var his 
original intention to fly .o the north 
of Scotland. 

Later Lieutenant Collet looped the 
loop In a Caudron biplane and was 
the first of the army aviators to per¬ 
form this feat. He has great staying 
power, fine ’lands and a gooa eye, 
and v/as thus eminently fitted for the 
raid on Dusseldorf.

If locating 
in Quebec or elsewhere, they will be 
ac/orded every facility and encourage- 
mefit, but no definite arrangements 
appear to have been concluded.

Vitters and Harrold were 
even to the turn, and Harrold, al¬ 
though he arrived home the first 
knocked a stake on the return, and 
was disqualified.

More bareback followed, Karp 
of Vulcan riding Rosy,’ D. Neil 
Blue,’ J. Dew ‘Blackmare,’ W. 
Mason, Ensign, ‘Goldie’ and D. 
Neil, of the H2, ‘Dick.’ ■ The last 
horse was the best, almost losing 
the rider. 

The relay race, the entrants for 
which were Dew, Vitters and 
Harrold, was one of the best, if 
not the best event of the day. At 
the start, Dew got saddled up and , 
was away first, closely followed by 
Vitters. The first named got the 
lead, and was back first, Vitters 


irrigated 59, 
Don-irrigated 101; Barley, Claude, 
irrigated 34, non-irrigated 73; 
Potatoes, Irish Cobbler, irrigated 
233, non-irrigated 492. 

These figures show that for the 
period of seven years, wheat, un¬ 
der irrigation yielded an average 
of twenty bushels per acre more 
than under dry farming; oats 
yielded 42 bushels more, barley 
39 more, and potatoes 259 bushels 
more. It should also be noted 
that under irrigation very success¬ 
ful crops of alfalfa were grown 
vhich not ooly were very profit¬ 
able iu themselves, but maintain, 
ed and increased the fertility in 
the soil. As summer fallow is 
unnecessary where an alfalfa 
rotation can be established, the 
farmers land is producing a crop 
every year under irrigation as 
against every second year uader 
dry farming practice.—Calgary 
Herald.
